the walLs, one notes the cherry niohl- 
ing and satin wood paneling of roof 
and walls, and passes into the boudoir, 
where much of the satinwood furnit- 
ure, the cabinet, the blue-Howered silk 
velvet \ii)holstery of the chairs, and 
the .soft [lolish of the satinwood t.alile, 
with the carving and design of the bu- 
reauand other articles, all in admirable 
tasta The diawing-room contains a 
secretaire of satinwood, jewel i;al)i net, 
chairs and tables of the .siune, minoreti 
dre.ssing-ca.se and mirrored panels, ho 
that the lunnan foi-ni divine can be 
seen from any point desirable when the 
lady looks in the front of hur. The 
bedroom and suite of Mr. Stephen ai e 
equally elegant, but of a difl'erent type, 
the tittinga of thejewel safe being nick- 
el-silvei- instead of gold-plate, as in the 
case of .M I H. Stephen's room. 'J"he 
einbelliBhment of the dil'lerent 
rooms are beyond description, and the 
woodwork of the dining-room alone 
co.st .$20,000. As for the furniture of 
the servant' rooms, it is as costly as 
tho\igh the princely owner was deter- 
mined that ihey shoulil taste of the 
comforts which wealth brings lo him- 
self and wife. The hetlroomsets for the 
servants in the busemeiit are marble- 
top, black walnut, and cost from .iSlOO 
to ij.^OO for each room.

'I'lie Ilawaii.'in kingdom has a leper 
poiiulation of JOOO. (H" these le.-!s than 
one half are in custotiy. There is no 
physician on the island who knows 
enough nbout leprosy to convince any 
other physician that the truth has besn 
reached. There ai-t; no white leper.s 
under restraint, mnl probably not more 
than fifty or sixty wliiles are ulUicted 
with the disease. The chief item of 
the Builget, represents the sums used 
for the segregation and support of con- 
tirmed lepers. Ther(! is no cure record- 
ed in the rather meagre history of the 
disease, unless we acci'|)t tlial niira'^-ul- 
(Uis purilication when .Miriam was 
imule who. When a leper is repoi ted 
to the police of any district in Hawaii, 
an olllcer is sent to fetch him or her to 
Honolulu, whei'O there is a ilelention 
hospital put on the outskirts of the city 
and on tlie bank of the beautiful bay. 
riien they aro examined by the doctor, 
who decitles whether it is a case of le 
pro.sy or not. Once declared a leper, 
ihe person is civilly dead, and is incap- 
able of suing in the courts on being

modalions for about, one hnndi'ed ami 
twent\', it is (ill(?d i)\(^rv two rnonths. 
The e.^talilislimeiU consists of a plot of 
ground, say livu acres, around which is 
a very high picket fence, with a deep 
ditch outside of it. Within are cottages 
or waids. There is little shade ex- 
cept that m.adc by the houses, no 
swiinls nor running water. The con- 
struction of the houses is primitive, 
their furnishii\g plain to the vorgo of 
of discomfort, but they are clean. The 
hospital full, a steamer comes to lake 
to the islaiui fif .Molokai tbos whose 
condition is most advanced, there to 
remain until death, ft was with such

which their husbands could not give; 
babes, held in arms of strangers, laugh- 
ed and cooed to their mothers, to 
whose breaking hearts they might not 
he hidd in one last, loving clasp. And 
sobs — such .sobs! ala.s! that come from 
the de]itha of hearts wrung with the 
misery of a hoi)ele.s8 condition.'' Pres. 
ently the lines were cast otl", the little 
steamer turned her Inuid away, and 
steamed slcwly towards the bar. —

Its ci tie.sl was 
beyiin la JiSl'.i, when Ismail ['a.^lia, llie 
son of jViehouR'l Ali, occupied Ivhartonni, 
the most coiisidenible town of the ciuui 
try, !Uid succeeded, for a lime, in niiiin- 
taining his authority. Lie and his fol- 
lowers were, however, burnt alive by a 
native chief iit :i tiiimpiet to wlueli they 
had been invited. iv.;ypt visited turnhk;

On the Otiiof 
thi.s month the battle of Kishgate was 
foiiiiht, in which Colonel Hicks and hi.s 
army perished, and the insurrectiuii a.s 
sinned the present formidable pfopt.r 
tioiis. Ill ibe same moiilli llu; itiaurree- 
tioii of the tribes in lite liaslern .Suudaii 
also assumed iniporttinee Ijy the complete 
v ictories gained by the forces .sent to re- 
lieve the garrison of Tokar and Sinkat, 
which hud been Burmunded by the rebels, 
which garrisons are still hnlding out 
against their beHiei,'ers. 

The aucce.ssive steps by which Enoland

1870, at the inslance ot England atu 
France, acting on behalf of the creditors 
of Egypt, their joint control, and tiiiallv 
the single control of l-higl.aiid after the 
revidl of Aitibi iii l.S.S'J- are suHicieiilly 
familiar to iieeil no recai)ittikition here. 

The tiazette divides the policy of Ifiii"- 
land sinctj the occupation into tbieo 
stages, the first oharacterized by admoni 
tion to the Khodii'o of the form "you 
ought to," the second by the mure jjosi- 
tiveform "yoii nutst," tmd the hist tmd 
present stage by indepetidence of the 
JChodive, and ti (ieteriniiiation to take 
matters in its own hands. This hitter it 
characterizes as the "we will" stiioe. It 
insists that England should have liikeii 
complete control in Egypt ;is the es.'ioiilial 
condition of accaniplisliing the t)bjet;t — 
that of re-establishing the authority of 
the Khedive's government— for which it 
took pusses.iiou. Instead of this England 



sought to rediice her interference to a 
minimum, and' allowed the .Khedive to 
pursue his own devices while she had 

made hereelf responsible for their out- 
come. The consequence has been that 
she has been drawn more and more deeply 
into Egyptian affairs by events, until now 
slio has no choice but to pursue a vigorous 
policy. 

After the destruction of Colonel IJicks' 
force there was much talk of coinnelliiig 
Egypt to abandon the Soudtm by refusing 
to any longer support her in her attempt 
to hold it. But after a time it began to 
be evident that this w:is e.vtreniely ditli- 
ciilt, if not impossible, by the simple 
plan of evacuating the country. The 
diflieulty of subduing the Jlahdi is not 
one arising from the size of his force, but 
from the nature of the country, and the 
same difficulty rentiers the scheme of 
evacuation impracticable. 

Khartoum, the central point for opera- 
tions, and which contains the chief oar- 
rison, is about 1,-100 miles below Cairo, 
and can only be reached by a march across 
the desert of from "JiiO to 280 miles. Such 
a journey can only be made with camels, 
and those cannot be procured in the 
present state of hi^stility in the country 
ill such numbers as would be necessary 
for the evacuation of the town. The 
abandonment of this importiint phice 
would, moreover, leave the garrison at 
various other places, such as Gondi>koro, 
below Khartoum some 1,400 miles by 
river, completely at tho inorcy of the 
M.tlidi. The inipiactibility of meeting 
the Soudan trouble by mMciiaticui led to 
the present attempt at pticitieation 
through the uiodium of Cidcnel (lordon. 
whose thorough knowledge of the Soudan 
tribes and former good relations with 
them peculiarly tits him for tho mission. 
He has gone to the Soudan as the ie[)fe- 
seiitative of I'higland, with unlimited 
power to malie whatever iirrangemelits 
with the .Mahdi and the Sv)udaii tribes he 
think.s best. He is accountable only to 
England, he having expressly stipulated 
before consenting to go that he should he 
free from any interference fnnn the Khe- 
dive. 
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From its inception U|i to :i recent [leriod 
the intitience of the (Irand I'ruiik Hail- 
way w;is all powerful in Camiili;in politics. 
Lately its power has waned. .-V new race 
has arisen that "knew not .losoph," and 
the power of this gigantic corpmation, 
though still considerable, is very much 
weakened. It now tiiuis the Canadian 
I'aeitic Coiiipatiy a worthy rival, ^^'llile 
the Trunk Company bought u|) the Creat 
Western and its branches, with the view 
of controlling the trade uf Western Un- 
t,irio,and lini!S in the east for ii similar 
purpose, the Paeilic cotiipany wi're cipuil 
ly active in [iroetiring a eontrolliiig in- 
terest in lines that, to them, were neees 
sary to maintain their picHtige. The 
Michigan Central and the Trunk people 
got to daggers ends, and declined inter- 
changing passengers or freight. This 
Jictioii com[)elled the Trunk comiKiny to 
secure an independent line from Chicago 
to Ontario, which they did. The I'acilie 
C(Uii[)any then secured the Credit \'al!ey, 
running from Toronto to St. Thomas, 
where connection was made with the 
Vanderbilt system, the New York Ceii 
tral, Caiiaila Southern and IMiuliigan Cen- 
tral. The same company had purcliasetl 
the ToriHito, (irey it Bruce Uailway, ter- 
minating on the (icorgiiiii Hiiy, and the 
Ontario A' tj>uebec, running from Toronto 
to Carleton Place whore it joins the 
(Janadian I^ciiic main line. Thus these 
two groat rivals are now cotifr-niting each 
other in nitjrtal combat for a supreiuaey- 
But the end is not yet- During the lu 
coming summer it will be found that these 
lines will be conveying freight and pas- 
sengers to comiietilive points at such rates 
as will give shippers great advantages 
over less favored localities. For the 
Northwest trafiic, a severe conllict will 
ttike place. The C. I'. 11. ctiii traii.sporl 
over ita uwn lines from eastern eeniies 
tu the sumniit of the Rockies, namely by 
rail to Owen Sound, thence per their own 
fleet of steel steamers to Port Arthur, 
and to destinalion westwards by rail. 
The tirand Trunk now contracts for trans- 
portation, from all points iii the eift, to 
Northern I'aeitic Railway connections at 
either St. Paul or Duluth. Between the 
latter port and eastern ones, powerful 
lake aleainers ply regularly, while such 
ocean going veaaela as can enter the Wel- 
laiid Canal will likewise ascend inland iis 
far as Uuluth, from which point to Ta" 
coma and Portland no transfers will be 
necessary. The position of A'icton.i is 
such that advantages will be taken of the 
coinpution certain to exist between these 
gieat Canadian roads. Wc believe it 
was in the interest nf the Dominion that, 
notwithslaiiding the fact that .Mr. Hudi- 
3011 anil his friends e.xllaListeil all possible 
means to secure tho defoiil of the 
resolutions, ni>t a siiigb; voti- was ehangeil. 
Xor was it right that they slH)iikl. They 
:il)l)ealed to parliuiuelit, nf)t for the purpose (d 
guarding the public interests, liul to tie ibe 
bands of a rival eoinpany-- with wliitdi they 
bad failed to secure aniiilganiation in pro- 
moting railroad achemoH wbieh would in- 
li'i-fitri- with the monopoly tin y bave bei-n 
seeking to soeuie of tbf e.arrviiiL; trade of 
Masterii Camel . '!'bi- a|ipliention of publir- 
funds for jmrposi's otbi'r than tbo-e f(u 
wbicdi they were voleil niiiy be a \ery re- 
preheiisibli' ]jroei-eding, but wln-u tin- people 
theiii.selvos are directly fjenelited Iberehy.

Tlio following judgment was delivered 
by Sir M. B. Begbie, C. J., ou Monday 

last. 

Reyina vs. Chin .-Mi You ex parte Shub 

Begina vs. Shub Look ex parte Chin Ah 
Vou, in re Ah Lie'.an infant. 

These were two comiieting applications 
for a writ of habeas corpus fur the custody 
of Ah Lie a female infant L'O yuars of age, 
Chill Ah Vou claitiiing as Ah Lie's hus- 
band, Shub Look as entrusted with tho 
charge of the infant from Hongkong. 
Each party liiid obtiUiied a rule nisi against 
the other. Tho ipiestiDii turned ultimate- 
ly u[)un tho eflicacy of a inarriagocoremony 
performed by the Rev. INIr. Pollard ac- 
cording to the rites and usages of his 
denmninatioii. For this marriage Chin 
Ah Y.iu bad procured the statutory license 
and made the statutory declaration, and 
declared that Ah Lie consented. Rut .-Mi 
Lie vehemently denied over giving her 
consent or any knowledge of any pre- 
tence of a marriage ever being oiuictod. 

The following an^ the observations 
made by the Chief Justice in dealing with 
tlie riile.s nisi on the further argument 
which had been iliiected. We are au- 
thorized to state that Mr. Justice Oray, 
who sat with the Chief Justice in hearing 
the farther argument, entirely concurred 
in tho views so expressed. 

Mr. Wilson for Chin Ah Von; Mr. 
Walls contra was not calloil on. 

Sir M. B. Begbie. C. J.— The more I 
consider this case the more I am satistiud 
that there was no niniriageat all. Mr. C. 
Wilson's argument amounts to this: Chin 
.■\h You is entitled to the custody of Ah 
Lie, (or she i.s his ivife. .She has been 
formally married according to the statule, 
aiul that is luil inipoaolied e.Kcept by 
her own evidence. But she is not admis- 
sible as an evitleiice to disprove her own 
inarriiige. That ia to say: Ah Lie ia prov- 
ed to have been married unless you admit 
hei" evidence, and her evidence cannot be 
admitted because f.hi' is |)roved to have 
been iiitirried . When exhibited in this its 
true shape the argiiniont must be seen to 
be untenable. Everything about tho al 
leged celebiation looks most suspicions. 
There was iiupre%'iou.sannouncenient in tho 
family, no allegation even, much less any 
evidence, of any iireparations, except those 
secretly taken by Cliin Ah Vou himself 
111 procuring the liceiisieand the asaiat.ance 
of the police; no [)roviou8 appointment 
with the proposed celebrant — the cere- 
mony was performed after dark, out of 
town, in a prjvale house, without the 
presence of a s'ligle friuiul or actpiaintancc 
of the alleL'eil brielo, nor any interpreter 
except Chill .Ah Vou liimself; for the so- 
called iuterureler iutr.idiiced by Chin .-Mi 
\'i)u espo.sed his igtiDriince even to Mr. 
I'idhird. We know, therefore, nothing of 
what was in Ah Lie's mind then, e.vcejit 
wliiil Mr. I'.illard tells iis Chin .-Mi Ynti 
chose to tell hini. 

The iioitit taken i;t tho first hearing as 
to the absence of the ring, contrary to the 
rites and usage.s of the NV'esleyiin cimiiec- 
tion, seems satisfactorily cleared up. We 
are now told that the usage among Wes- 
leyaiia is never to use a ring, though by 
wh.tt niiiy be termed a rubric in their 
formulary the option as to its use is given 
to the parlies; and the giving and re- 
ceiving a ring ia certainly emphatically af- 
linned and relied on in tho final pro 
nouncuiiicnt of the parties to be man antl 
wife. 

Marriages under the British Columbia 
ordinance are only |)ermittcd when cele- 
brated according to the rites and u.sages of 
each domination (sec. G). Where theae are 
not followed tho marriage is declared void 
sCJl) of the ordinance, 18G7. There is no 
obligation here, as in England, on any 
clergynian to iiiiirry anybody; but if any 
clergyman choose to celebrate, then the 
rites ami usages of tiis cliurcli or denom- 
ination luuat be followed, and tiie accua- 
toiiied forin;even when the form is unmean- 
ing, as is here this reference to the ring, 
when no ring was used, ilowever, we 
are now assured that the Wo'ileyan rites 
iuid u.sages were strictly observed in this 

It can sciircely be supposed that the 
leoi.sl;it lire in placing this discretion in 
the liandfl of iill clergymen and ministers 
of every deiiuinination ever contemplated 
that tliey would give the sanction of their 
religions fiitict ions to eoiinecliona between 
[lerson.s habitually worsli iiiping elsewhere, 
ol othi.'r gods. Alinisteis who do ao ex- 
tend their discretion, and incur a tre- 
mendous responsibility. They are under 
no obligation to celebrate that w hich, if 
it be not a marriage, ia surely a lamenta- 
ble desecration; ofipecially when the mar- 
riage is between lion Clifistiana, for 
\\li'.n) llh? marriage .statn.s can never re- 
presiinttlie sjicrosaiict image it presents 
to ChrislianH. The only guaruntee 
ugain.st deaecrafiiin is in the produc- 
tion of tlie lieense. The license isinios, 
as of cnise, on the declaration 
of tile mall ••that he knows ' of no inipedi- 
ini-nl of kimlreel or filliiiuee or oilier lawful 
biiuli ;inee why be iiniy not lie miU'rieil to C. 1). 
Sinre ibis is all, the lii-v. .\I r. Pollard may 
next WKi'k liiid liimself eolebriitiiig a inar- 
riiige betsvei-n brother and sister, which is 
no inipeilinieiit in the eyes of .some nations: 
lietwi eii iiiudf and niece, which is rather a 
freijiieiit eoiiiiection among a very strict 
nat i..iiality. tlie .fews (o. g., the lldrods

One of the most effectual though a mute 
testimony of the social status of a coiu- 
luunity is the condition of its burial 
places us showing the amount of respect 
that is paid to the departed. Burial 
grounds are inevitable institutions, and 
there should be nothing in their appear 
ancu to jar harshly upon the feelings of 
those who may have relations or friends 
resting buneatli. The condition of the 
cemetery at Ross Bay has not been and is 
not all that might be wished. It is, how- 
ever, the intention of the city council to 
very utlectually renovate its present statu 
uiuler the surveillance of the cemetery 
committee. The following improvements 
will be made to the necropolis. Two iron 
tanks will bu furnished, one, holding about 
400 gallons or oOO gallouK will be placed 
at the cemetery keeper's house to catch rain 
water for domestic purposes. The other 
will be placed at the pump, and to hold 
about iilM) gallons. The object of the lat- 
ter is that it may be kept full of well ^va- 
ter from which by exposure the gases 
will evaporate and make it more agreeable 
when being used for watering grave plots. 
The cemetery keu[)er's house will be 
whitewashed and papered inside, and the 
gates to tho grounds will be put in proper 
order. An extra man will be employed 
for three months to assiHl in clearing and 
cleaning up the grounds, which greatly 
need aucli attention. A row of willow 
trees will bo planted along the shore lino 
of tho cemetery and inside these a haw- 
tlou'ii liedgo which in a few years will be 
sulliciontly strong, by serving as a barrier, 
t>i temper the bleuk winds from the sea. 
Tho corporation has also otlered to erect 
a fence on the e.ist aide of the ground 
lately pundiased by Bisho]) li ills if his 
lordship will consent to defray half of the 
expense. The prevention of grave dese- 
cration was made a subject of legislation 
last session, anU was greatly called for. 
lOveii at this moment complaintB are be 
ing made that vandalism reigns unchecked 
at tlie cemetery, and that in somo cases 
the vaiillM have actually been iir.dien into, 
the brickwork being cut I lirough by ilie 
use of some sharp insirunii'iii. 'I'hu only 
design seems to be a wanton love of de- 
struction, anil ihe wretches who have 
been guilty of these outrages should, if 
discovered, be made examples of by hav- 
ing meted out to them the most severe 
punishment that can be given for such an 
otfeiice. 

Althoiigli it is not onr custom to 
embalm uiir dead like the ancient 
Kgypliana there arc many other ways 
by which wo can show our love and re- 
spect foi- tliuir memory, one of which is 
by making a spot rendered sacred by hal- 
lowed associations, the scene of such tend- 
er care and attention that the sight of the 
grounds, the white tombstones, the 
green mounds and pleasant flowers will 
always be identified with the softening 
iiilliieuces which thu memory of the dear 
d«parled should always recall.

Scotlnnd And Its I.ocal AflTairs 

Scotland i.s ;i very (luiet, {lenccful, 
and prosperous section of the Uniteil 
Kingdom. For greatly more thau a 
century it lias given atatemen and i;oli- 
ticians very little tirouble,- and perhaps 
on this account has somiBtimea got less 
than justice, perhaps occasionally even 
lesr, than courteous attention, not to 
say ordinary civility, from the powers 
that be in the "Great Babylon." In 
spite of all however, it has fared quiet- 
ly on its way, and has continued to 
prosper. It had |iro[)ortiot)ally bus few- 
er renresentutives in Parliament than 
any other part of the Ignite I Kingdom, 
and it has fewer now. It has received 
but meagre driblets of public money to 
be expended on its public works or in- 
Htitntion.s. Legislative attention it lias 
lias almost none, and its supposed si'.eci- 
iil interests Inive generally bi.'en iiuictly 
ii'iiored. It has, liowover, never got on 
the rampage, or threatened awful 
tilings. tJn the contrary, it has gone 
forward prospering and to prosper, in 
spite of all this neglect. Its people, 
however, seem to be beginning to 
think that forbearance may sometime 
cease to be a virtue, and i.hat if their 
country is to get what it wants they 
must make a row about it. What is 
wanted is not separation from Enghuul. 
Scotchmen know their true interests 
much too well for that. But there is a 
"rowing feeling in fuvoui' of a certain 
nio'.litied amount of Home Itule by 
having appointed a Secretary for Scot- 
land with a .seat in the Cabinet, who 
shall give special attention to all mat 
ters connected with Scotland, and ob- 
viate the niessity nf having a great deal 
of local iuiil illl but ]iarisli Inisiness 
talam to Loiuion, and clis[)Ose(l of there 
at a "real sacritice of time, money, anil 
genei-al etliciency. A few weeks ago an 
unusually large, entbusia-stic, and re 
presentativo meeting'was held at Edin 
burgh for the ])romotion of thia object. 
It was entirely non political — e.\lreme 
'I'ories and extreme Libeni'.s being 
equally prominent by tlie'r presence 
anil tiieir speeelies. 'riic speeches were 
all earnest, moderate, siiort, and to the 
point. Thejchairman's speech wa.s the 
longest, and it only took 2.") minutes 
in dftliverv. In three hours "27 .sjieeches 
were disposed nf- - a fact which evident- 
ly showed tiiat the sp.'akers "meant 
bu.siness. '' 

Of course, there was no blustering 
or tiireatening. They "did not,' saiil 
one of the .speaker, '.'mean to agitate, ' 
"but they were determined to be '/i/(t/-,'' 
and thus get what they ask for. .\ seji- 
arate legishtturc even for local niatleis 
was not ineiitioned as among their di;- 
niands, but all protested against Scot- 
tish afl'airs being huddled into a corner 
to be taken up by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment for a short time on a Friday 
afternoon or Saturday moring. A state- 
ment made by one of the speakers 
seem verv mriustrous. It was to the 
effect that it is now all but irnpijssible 
to gel i.'ven an h imjipus,;! niiu.si'r'- i-oacli- 
etl through Parliauiout with.out an ex- 
penditure of about £10,000. If such is 
the fact no wonder tiiat a change and 
an iin[iroveinenl are <ieniandtd. Tlie 
wonder is that tin.' Scotch have been 
HO patient for so long a time under such 
hardships and inconvenience.s.
